EVENTS. in Europe’ in the last month ‘have fol 
lowed each other in such rapid and bewildering or- 
der that even skilled diplomats have been at an 
loss to comprehend them, 

While war emergencies naturally inapire a 
patriotic people with a desire for quick and de- 
termined action, the present situation has been 
auch as to provide the Government of Canada with 
every good reason for proceeding with caution. 

While there has been’no delay in mobilizing 
for home defence and to prepare the way for ac- 
centuated commercial activity, there has been no 
action taken in’ providing. arrangements for the 
training of a force for Overseas service. In view of 
the fact that developments in the war appear to be 
still incomplete, this action on the part of the Gov- 
ernment can be well understood. Should Russia 
and Japan, and nothing is impossible in the fan- 
tastic set-up of our unscrupulous opponents, throw 
their full force behind the Nazis, Canada would have 
ample need for her man power at home. 

However, when the situation clarifies itself, 
there is no doubt the authorities will decide quickly 
where Canada’s ‘contribution to the cause can best 
be directed, 

In the meantime each and every one of us can 
best assist in the struggle by going patiently about 
our affairs, preparing as much as possible, in the 
hope that the ultimate plan will have some place 
for our services.

The Red Cross 


WAR, however necessary, is at best a brutal prop- 
osition. It is therefore as a definitely appealing 
activity that the Red Cross makes its entry into 
the war picture. Announcement that Red Cross 
has swung into its blessed activity comes as a re- 
lief to the millions that for weeks have heard of 
little but activity of the war machine. 

In Bassano, a branch of the Alberta Red Cross 
society was organized this week. The organiza- 
tion of such a branch clearly demonstrates that 
citizens of this particular district. are willing and 
ready to serve in whatever capacity they possibly 
can. This spirit of co-operation is being shown 
in all parts of the Dominion at the present time. 

During the Great’ War of twenty years ago, 
a similar organization functioned in Bassano with 
great success. Experiences of that period should 
contribute generously to. the success of the new, or 
should we say re-vived, group. Truly, the work 
to be undertaken in this war will differ from that 
of the previous one. Then, it is learned, the local 
group were assigned to the making of bandages for 
wounded soldiers. » It is understood that these are 
now all made by machine. However, there are 
other necessities of the soldier to be made by hand 
At present, woolen garments, are being demanded 
in great quantities, and groups such as the one just 
formed here will answer the call as speedily as 
possible. As the organization becomes establish- 
ed, an earnest plea for co-operation is extended to 
every citizeri in the district. There is not one 
person, man or woman, who cannot do his part, 
financially, or by assisting with the work, there- 
fore excuses may only be classified as feeble. 
A membership drive will be in progress within the 
course of the next few weeks, and everyone is ex- 
pected to make the first liberal contribution — to-
